WASHINGTON — The problems of 
he air force organization today are 
vastly more complex than those of the 
day, 30 years ago, when the first plane 
.va.s bought, for the army. 


The mission of the army air corps 
n the fulfillment of the present augu- 
menlalion program is three fold. I 
mist, with the cooperation of the ae- 
ronautical industry and the intereslec 
services of the army, insure produc- 
tion of the planes and auxilary equip 
ment according to the desired sche 
dule; it must provide the increasec 
aasc facilities; and it must procure anc 
train pilots and mechanics to operati 
and maintain the planes. 


Congress has recognized 
our re. 


quirements of a total of 4965 officers 
and approximately 43,000 enlisted men 
and has made available $3,528,360 for 
initial training of pilots 
in 
civilian 


schools during the period July 1, 193*1. 
to January 1, 1941. 


The War Department decided to use 


civilian schools for primary training 
of pilots in order to incerase the num- 
ber of graduate pilots, heretofore edu- 
cated exclusively at air corps train- 
ing centers at Randolph and Kelly 
Fields. 


Aim at 2100 Pilots 


Under the present plan graduates 


of civilian schools will be sent to the 
two army centers to complete their 
basic training and to receive their 
advanced combat training. It is esti- 
mated that approximately 2100 pilots 
will be trained and become available 
for commission either in the officers' 
reserve corps or in the regular army. 


The following civilian schools are 


being utilized for the training of 
these pilots. 


Spartan School of Aeronautics, in 


Tulsa, Okla.; Santa Maria School of 
Flying, Santa Maria, Calif.; Dallas 
Aviation School and Air College, Dal- 
las, Texas; Hyan School of Aeronau- 
tics.

Prior to enrollment in the basic and 


advanced courses at Randolph of in 
Kelly fields, student pilots will have 
averaged 65 hours flying time each 
and had 225 hours of ground instruc- 
tion.

Development of the modern airplane 


has not been directed solely to its 
u.so as an instrument of warfare. Many 
developments pertain to safety of op- 
erations, and because of these, devel- 
opment of commercial aviation has 
paralleled closely that of military. 


One of the latest air corps innova- 


tions is the automatic landing device. 
With this an airplane fan be landed 
in any kind of weather, even in abso- 
lute zero visibility, without the pilot's 
feet or hands touching the controls 
and without any manually-operated 
rcr,dio ground aids.

Doctors Have Name, Erythema Solare, for Severe Sun- 


burn, But Don't Worry 


As with every other disease, the doc- 


tors have coined a special name for 
ordinary sunburn. It is known as 
erythema solare. which men-ty moans 
that it is an inflammation caused by 
the sun. The saint term can. of course. 
be used to apply to an inflammation of 
the skin caused by ultraviolet rays 
from other sources. 


The inflammation that clove-lops var- 


ies from a slight flush to the severe 
burn that results in blisteriin; and loss 
of skin. Immediately after burning 
there may be a sensation of heat which 
i;: followed in a few days or :i week 
by itching and by peelim.; of the skiu. 
Usually if the person protects the skin i 
and avoids further sunburn, healing | 
occurs promptly. 
Sunburns seldom j 


produeu scars unless there i.s a second- | 
*iry infection of (lie daimtKed area. 


If the sunburned area is very ex- 


tensive, the effect:, of absorption of the 
material that has been damaged nta.v 
be shown by dizziness, headache, fever. 
Vi/mi I ing and other symptoms of a con- 
stitutional distu rbance. 


Most people have at one time or an- 


other suffered the effects of .sunburn 
and know just about what to do. The 
application of ordinary cold cream or 
any similar medication will stop the 
sensation of burning and di-yness that 
results I'rom the exposure of nerve 
endings. In the very .severe case:; it is 
necessary, however, to apply treat- 
ment exactly as if the surface of the 
body were burned by any other burn- 
ing agent. 


The dangers from sunlight are chief- 


ly the effects of the ultraviolet rays. 
These are the ihort rays rather than 
the longer heat rays. 


When doctors use sunlight in the 


treatment of disease ns for example, 
for tuberculosis, they carefully regu- 
late the dosage of tho rays that arc 
yivun and also gradually accustom the 
person concerned ot the sunlight. It 


is customary to t\pply the sunbath -in n 
successlon.flf short periods, particularly 
at the 'beginning, because these briof 
and repented-exposures.of theraun en-j 
able us to escape any inflammation ctr 
(lie skin and the subsequent Blisters, 
burning and nrevous reactions which 
result in loss of sleep. 


Certain skins nre much more delicate 


Ilia jiare .others. • Blonds, particularly 
with thin skins, react so quickly that 
even « short exposure nYay bring about 
i) reaction to ;the .heat and even Hie 
symptoms of sunstroke. The skin of 
the infant is much more delicate than 
that of the ndult mid will burn ^and 
become inflamed much more promptly.1

In all America it would be difficult

complishod by the Nalional Advisory 
Committee for Aeronautics at Lang- 
ley Field, Va. That part is concerned 
with fundamenlals, such as principles 
nvolved in Ihe shape of wings and 
fuselage. 


The second is applied military re- 


search. This research endeavors to in- 
corporate advantages found from fun- 
damental research into mililary air- 
craft The naval air station at Phila- 
delphia also accomplishes applied mil- 
itary research. 


It has become very evident to the 


War Department that the average of 
three million dollars expended annu- 
ally on research is far loo low to 
maintain American leadership. 


Due to the action of Congress, how- 


ever, we are enabled to increase our 
facilities considerably al Wright Field 
by providing a new wind tunnel for 
testing plane models at high speeds 
now found necessary, and by enlarg- 
ing laboratory and test facilities. On 
acluai aeronautical research and de- 
velopment alone more than twice the 
previous amount will be expended. 


Like our navy, our air force should 


be ready for aclion at the very out- 
outbreak o,f hostililies. They must be 
developed and procured in peacetime 
so that the full striking power of our 
air corps can be immediately employ- 
ed.
